Savings and loan associations 
are specialized thrift and home 
financing institutions, They are 
designed to accumulate savings 
principally from people — of 
moderate means, and to lend 
these funds to other people of 
moderate means for the pur- 
pose of acquiring homes. All of 
the money which they lend 
must come from savers and in- 
vestors. 


The first building society was 
organized in Birmingham, Eng- 
land. in 1781, Rach member of 
the society was to pay a cer- 
tain amount on money into the 
fund for the building of houses 
each month. The number of 
“shares” on which a member 
paid determined the value of 
the house which he could build. 
When enough mone ¥Y was in 
the fund for a member to use 
to build, he could borrow it 
; and proceed with construction. 

Who got the privilege of bor-~ 

rowing each time there was e- 

nough money in the fund was 

determined in one of two ways 

in early associations.

There was no charter or in- 
corporation, and the only pro- 
tection the members had a- 
gainst misappropriation of 
funds, aside from the integrity 
of the “trustees”, was the pro- 
vision that the treasurer had 
to give a judgement bond for 
the amount he expected to 
have in his hands at any time 
during his term of office. 

The meetings of this associ- 
ation were held in a_ tavern, 
and each member paid 6 and 
one half cents to the tavern- 
keeper every three months on 
each share held by him. Meet- 
ings were held on the 2nd Mon- 
day of each month and all 
transactions of receiving and 
disbursing funds took place at 
those meetings. Any member 
who failed to meet payments 
on his share for a period of a 
year forfeited all that he had 
previously paid in. 

In this first association, and 
its successors for the next few 
years, the members were inter- 
ested only in getting homes 
and not in getting any return 
on their money.. No dividends 
were paid, and when each 
member had finished paying 
for his shares and built his 
home the association was ter- 
minated. The first permanent 
plan of association was devel- 
oped in Charleston, S. C., in 
1843. 

The Charleston Savines As- 
sociation advertised in 1843 
that it was interested in the 
Saver as well as the home 
er. It paid “interest on deno- 
Sits”. This was the first asso- 
ciation which enabled the in- 
dividual to enter the society at 
any time without beine subject 
to back payments, and on the 
Same footing with the original 
members. It was also the first 
association in South Carolina. }
